The consent of the sureties to the transac- 
tion may be proved by direct, indirect, or 
circumstantial evidence of the fact. 

THE ALSTON FEE. 


The court go on to say that Alston was 
was shown to have been insolvent, and fur- 
ther,from the evidence of Treasurer Ren- 
froe, that in May, 1877, Governor Colquitt 
presented to the treasurer a check drawn in 
favor of the United States treasurer in 
Washington on the United States 
treasury in New York, dated April 
28, 1877, for $198,028 50, payable at sight 
to the order of Alfred H. Colquitt fgovernor 
of Georgia. ‘Tbe governor stated to the 
treasurer that $152,278.24 was to be paid 
into the treasury of the state, and the bal- 
ance he would reserve to pay attorneys’ 
fees, for which the check was liable. The 
above sum was deposited in the treasury, 
and the treasurer coe what became of 
athe balance only from hearsay. 

Governor Colquitt testified that in 1876 
the Atlanta Hera'd, in which A ston was 
interested, was sold out for debt, and that 
Alston was much for money; 
that in May, 1877, he, as governor of the 
state, paid for the use of Alston about 
$15,000 for a fee due him as one of the at- 
torneys for the state in the ca:e of The State 
of Georgia vs. The United States, 


WHAT THE LAW Is. 


Section 2154 of the code says: “Any act 
of the creditor, either before or after judg- 
ment against the principal, which injures 
surety, or increases his risk, or exposes him 
to greater liability, will discharge him.” 

The court holds that the whole amount 
of the money due on the check before de- 
scribed was the prop-rty of the state, the 
governor being the duly authorized 
ageot of the state to receive the same for 
the purpose of paying it into the treasury. 
The governor recognized the fact that the 
money belonged to the state by paying into 
the state treasury the sum of $152,278 24 of 
the amount received by him. 

They say if the full amount. of 
money received had _ been paid 
into the treasury of the state, the 
just claimsof Alston would have been paid, 
“less the amount that he was due the 
state.” The state would have been bound 
to have retained what was due it as Alston’s 
creditor, both for its own protection and 
that of the sureties. 

On these grounds the court: awarded a 
rew trial, which will be held -ander these 
rulings and must result in a verdict for the 
defendants. The judgment rendered against 
them in the court below was for $2500 prin- 
cipal and $641 ,66 interest.

IMPORTANT SUITS 


Im Which Treasurer Renfroe is In- 
volved. 


On Saturday in Macon an important mat 
ter to the state is to bave a hearing before 
Jadge Simmons. It involves the right of 
the state to proceed summarily against the 
sureties of Treasurer John W. Renfroe for 
the recovery of certain moneys which it is 
alleged he has received, which belong to the 
state and which he withholds from the 


treasury. 
THE CASE AT ISSUE. 

Daring the last session of the legislature, 
where there was a treasury investigation 
and an attempted impeachment of Treasu- 
rer Renfroe, it was developed that he had 
with others divided the proceeds of interest 
or commixsions paid on deposits of the 
state’s money in certain banks. The gen- 
eral assembly passed a resolution directing 
the governor to prcceed against the treasurer 
and his bondsmen for the recovery to the 
state of these moneys. 

Fi. fas. were accordingly issued under 
the law, and about two months ago were 
levied upon about $100,000 worth of 
the property of the bondsmen in 
Washington county. The amount 
of money claimed as due the state is about 
$20,000, with interest ‘upon this sum and 
$3.000 penalty -in each case; the total 
amounting to between $30,000 and. $32,000. 


A TEMPORARY I*JUNCTION 


was obtained by Treasurer Renfroe through 
his attorneys, réstraining the proceedings 
until a hearing could be had. 
The grounds upon which the proceedings 
are attacked are substantially as follows: 
that the act under which the fi fas. have 
issued is unconstitutional because it does 
not give the right of trial by jury, does 
not give due process of law in the subjec- 
tion of ts’ property to seizure and

Falls into the Hands of the Philis- 
tines Again. ¢ 


Aaron Alpceoria Bradley, the irrepressible 
‘colored politician and lawyer, who domi- 
ciles.in Savannah, was, on the 27th of Jan- 
uary, 1875, by a judgment of the superior 


court of Chatham county, removed as a 
practising lawyer from the courts of this 
state. 

Bradley was accused of doing things un- 
beco:ning to the profession and wus disbar- 
red. He-bas made several attempts to get 
back into the courtsand fidally got his case 
before the supreme court. He moved to set. 
aside the judgment and the court below 
overruled it; whereupon he brought it up 
here. 

BUT HE CAME TOO LATE. 


Tuesday the supreme court, through 
Chief Justice Warner, sustained the action 
of the court below. 

The .court say that the motivn to set 
aside and vacate the judgment was made on 
the 27ih of May, 1879, more than three 
years after its rendition and more than 
three years after the passage of the act of 
February 15, 1876,. which  déclares 
that from and after its passage ‘‘all proceed- 
ings of every kind in any court of this state 
toset aside judgments and decrees of the 
courts must be made within three years 
from the rendition of said judgments or de- 
crees.”’ 

Aaron Alpeoria insisted that the judg- 
mentof removal was illegal and a great 
hardship, doing him great injustice, But 
the court say that however thut may have 
been, Aaron Alpeoria is too late with his 
motion. They cannot relieve him 
in view of the express 
visions of the act of 1876, which absolutely 
barred his remedy toset aside the judgment 
before he made his motion for thai purpose. 


‘*YOU DID IT YOURSELF.” 


In concluding its opinion the court say 
that if Aaron Alpeoria has had injustice 
done him they can only regret that hisown 
Jaches, under the stern provisions of the 
act of 1876, will prevent the court fron: af- 
fording him relief, however willingly they 
might have done so. “The statute 
of the state speaks like a ‘tyrant and 
courts, and people must obey it,” says 
Judge Warner. 

Now, thereis nothing left far Aaron Al- 

ria to do but obey the law, .geta grub- 
ing-hoe and asituation on a farm—and 
contiuue to obey the law.
